Laird Tells Saigon 
Be Cool On Bombings 


SAIGON (AP) - Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird issued a 
cautious warning today to North 
Vietnam not to violate the un­ 
derstanding which resulted in 
the Nov. 1, 1968, bombing halt. 


At an airport r.ews conference 
after a three-day inspection trip 
to the war zone. Laird was 
asked if the U.S. policy of strik­ 
ing back at enemy forces that 
attack from sanctuaries outside 
Vietnam included the right to 
make air strikes on antiaircraft 
positions which could fire on 
U.S. reconnaissance planes. 
The secretary replied, “ If the 
North Vietnamese violate the 
supposed understanding of more 
than a year ago, the conse­ 
quences of their violation as it 
relates to the theory of protec­ 
tive reaction is something that 
they should bear in mind.*’

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Laird refused to be more spe­ 
cific, and later an aide ex­ 
plained that U.S. officials never 
disclose so-called “ rules of en­ 
gagement” 
outlining 
military 
action to be taken in given cir­ 
cumstances. 
The U.S. version of the “ un­ 
derstanding” with North Viet­ 
nam is that Washington made 
clear American reconnaissance 
flights over the North would 
continue to check on possible 
enemy buildups. Hanoi denies 
there was any understanding 
and says American reconnais­ 
sance planes are violators of its 
air space and liable to be shot 
down. 
Laird said the policy of pro­ 
tective reaction gives “ primary 
emphasis” to “ the safety and 
security of American forces.” 
The question was prompted 
by recent American air attacks 
on antiaircraft positions inside 
North Vietnam which the U.S. 
Command said fired on Ameri­ 
can reconnaissance planes and 
their armed escorts. 
Laird said earlier that “ solid 
progress” in Vietnamization of 
the war will permit more Amer­ 
ican troop withdrawals despite 
a continuing enemy threat and 
lack of progress in the Paris 
peace talks. He warned, howev­ 
er, that “ the road to Vietnami­ 
zation will not be free of hard 
knocks and some disappoint­ 
ments.” 
Laird termed his tour to see 
how President Nixon’s Vietnam­ 
ization program is w o r k i n g 
“ profitable.” He said he had 
“ informative and meaningful” 
talks with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and other top South Viet­ 
namese and U.S. officials.

sugar cane for Fidel Castro. 
“ I*m looking forward to get­ 
ting back to the states, but it 
was a great two months,” the 
student said. He was one of 200 
who disembarked from the Cu­ 
ban freighter Thursday as about 
600 other Americans waited to 
board. 
“ How was it?” one of the stu­ 
dents on the pier shouted. 
“ “ Beautiful, beautiful, out of 
sight,” came the reply from the 
freighter. 
Another returnee shouted: “ If 
there are any of you who’d like 
to change places, we‘d like to go 
back!” 
One of those boarding, Carol 
Brightman, a former teacher at 
Southeastern 
Massachusetts 
University, said she was going 
because “ it’s an opportunity to 
become part of the Cuban move­ 
ment by participating in the 
harvest, which is viewed in 
Cuba as a second revolution.” 
Newsmen were not permitted 
aboard the freighter, and most 
of the youngsters were uncom­ 
municative and kept to them­ 
selves. 
Three chartered buses car­ 
rying 127 of the returning youths 


crossed the border at Calais, 
Maine. 
Thursday 
night 
and 
were quickly cleared through 
customs. The buses were bound 
for San Francisco, Chicago and 
Washington, D.C. 
The outgoing harvesters, who

(AP) - A 
military judge has ruled that 
the Army has jurisdiction to try 
Lt. William L. Calley Jr. on 
charges of murdering 102 Viet­ 
namese civilians at My Lai 
March 16, 1968. 
Soon after Calley’s trial was 
set Thursday for May 18, Penta­ 
gon sources disclosed that an­ 
other officer, Capt. Thomas K. 
Willingham, has been charged 
with unpremeditated murder of 
20 persons during the ame op­ 
eration nearly two years ago. 


Willingham, 25, of Allenhurst, 
N.J., was notified of the charge 
at Ft. Meade, Md., where he is 
stationed. The Pentagon sources 
said the killings cited occurred 
about two miles from the ham­ 
let 
where 
alleged massacre 
blamed on Calley occurred, and 
on the same day. 


REJECTS MOTION

ley here Thursday, Lt. Col. Reid 
W. Kennedy rejected a defense 
motion to dismiss the charge 
and end the case on the grounds 
that the Army had illegally re­ 
tained Calley beyond his sched­ 
uled Sept. 6 discharge date and 
had no right to try him.

TB Tests Set 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Up to 
150.00 Capitol Hill employes are 
expected to take tuberculosis 
tests in the wake of seven TB 
cases—two of them fatal—in the 
past six months. 
“ We don’t want to raise any 
big red flag that this is an epi­ 
demic, because it’s not,” said a 
U.S. Public Health Service offi­ 
cial after it was recently report- 
| ed 144 of 500 persons given tub­ 
erculin skin tests had developed 
positive reactions. 
“ But it’s a serious health 
problem,” he said, “ and preven­ 
tive measures must be taken.” 
Medical authorities said a 
positive reaction to a skin test is 
an indicator a person has been 
in contact 
with tuberculosis 
germs. But they said it is not 
proof positive he has the disease 
nor that he will ever contract it. 
Congressional officials report: 
there has been on undue panic 
because of the seven cases re­ 
ported so far.

Is Mentally Retarded 


Program Big Misfit? 


SAN FRANCISCO 
<AP) 
- 
California Schools arc reviewing 
the rolls of mentally retarded 
classes in an effort to weed 
out improperly placed young­ 
sters. 


The number of students in 
special classes has been re­ 
duced by 4.000 from a high of 
58.000 
under the 
‘crash pro­ 
gram," a specialist told the 
State Board of Education Thurs­ 
day. 


A disproportionate number of 
students classified as mentally 
retarded are Spanish-speaking 
youngsters 
whose 
intelligence 
was tested inaccurately by tests 
administered in English, said 
Dr. Joseph P. Rice, but a high­ 
er ratio is found among black 
students. 


Dr. Rice, chief of the Divi­ 
sion of Special Education in the 


Bureau for the Mentally Excep- 
Child. reported 3 2b* per cent 
of all black students in Califor­ 
nia schools were classed as Ed- 
ucable Mentally Retarded. 


The figure for Spanish-speak­ 
ing students is 2.14 per cent, 
for other white students. 71 per 
cent, and for oriental students 
.¡16 per cent. 


A federal judge recently or­ 
dered intelligence tests be re­ 
administered to Spanish-speak­ 
ing students classed as mental­ 
ly retarded to weed out those 
improperly placed. 


Dr. John Ford, a board mem­ 
ber. urged that black students 
in this category also be given 
a second consideration. 


He noted that the intelligence 
tests, although given in English, 
fail to take into consideration 
the "language of the ghetto.” 


FBI Agents Get Lecture 


On Conduct In Courtroom 


Three F B I agents were lectured 
on decorum and cited for con­ 
tempt by U.S. District Judge 
William T. Sweigert Thursday 
after they arrested a man in 
his courtroom. 


The 
agents 
apologized 
tor 
what they called a mistake and 
the judge withdrew the 
con­ 
tempt ruling alter explanations 
were made. 


“ I don’t know what's going 
on here,” said the judge as 
the three agents hauled out the 
Rev. Robert L. Kimball, who 
had been sitting in the spectator 
section as Bishop Robert Skill- 
man was being arraigned on 
a charge of assaulting a postal 
employe.

here,” he instructed a deputy 
U.S. marshal. 


Skillman, who heads his own 
church and who had pleaded 
innocent to the charge, had 
shouted to the judge that the 
FBI men were taking his arch­ 
deacon, Kimball, away. 


Back 
in 
court, FBI 
agent 
Wiley Davey explained that he 
and agents Joseph Dushek and 
Duane Franklin had hoped to 


get Kimball to leave the court 
and then arrest him for alleged 
• draft evasion. 


But Kimball went limp, so 
they carried him out. 


' We had been trying to locate 
Kimball and were in the court- 
* room on the chance he would 
be on hand." said Davey. ” We 
have a great deal of difficulty 
both 
(Kimball and Skillman) 
over the past two years.” 


"But we did act impulsively 
andjt was my fault. All the 
others told me it was wrong, 
but I thought it was the best 
way.” 


The judge iiad Kimball seated 
again, and when he left the 
court he was duly arrested and 
taken before I S. Commissioner 
Richard 
Goldsmith, 
who 
re­ 
leased Kimball on his own re­ 
cognizance. 


Judge Sweigert told the FBI 
agents that the day’s action in­ 
dicated 
"disrespect 
for 
the 
court. . . it violated the sanc­ 
tuary of the courtroom where 
no violence or any intimation 
of violence should occur except j 
when ordered by the court to 
preserve order and decorum.”

Pendleton Racial Uproar

JA P ) - A formal investigation 
of a 1> 2-hour racial disturbance 
wgins today at this big Marine 
base as the commandant of the 
Marine Corps arrives on the 
West Coast to tour Marine in­ 
stallations. 
Maj. Gen. Donn J. Robertson, 
base commander, ordered conv­ 
ening of a board of inquiry into 
a disturbance Wednesday night 
in which 30 to 35 black Marines 
stormed a barracks. 
They 
attacked 
black 
and 
white Marines quartered in the 
barracks, using broom handles 
to “ hit everyone who was in 
their way.” a spokesman said. 
Thirty Marines, about half of 
them black, were treated for 
minor cuts and bruises suffered 
in what a Marine colonel called 
a disturbance planned by off- 
base organizations. 


Col. 
Ross R. Miner, com­ 
manding officer ot Staging Bat­ 
talion. which processes Marines 
for overseas assignment, said 
Thursday that the violence may 
be connected with the visit of 
Gen. Leonard F. Chapman Jr., 
Marine commandant. 


Chapman is scheduled to visit 
Camp Pendleton Monday, after 
arrival today in nearby San Die­ 
go. 


The outbreak was influenced 
by such dissident groups as the 
Black Panthers, Students for a 
Democratic Soceity and Move­ 
ment for a Democratic Military, 
Miner said. He based his belief 
on interviews with the men in­ 
volved. 


The barracks was cordoned 
off by t>0 military police and 
Marine guards and no force was 
used, officials said. 


Minor said 
the disturbance 
stopped when he told the men 
“ to behave like Marines and 
start cleaning up the mess." 


He said Marines who instigat­ 
ed the riot complained they 
were harassed by a corporal 
and 
they 
protested 
being 
marched to the mess hall. 


"Those aren’t the type of 
complaints that would provoke 
such 
a 
disturbance,” 
Miner 
said. Some of the men. he said, 
were perhaps under the influ­ 
ence of alcohol or drugs. 
No 
arrests 
were 
made 
immediately, he said, because 
further 
disturbances 
were 
feared. 
Marines involved will be for­ 
mally charged with destroying 
government property or attack­ 
ing other Marines after the 
investigation. Miner said.

Marcos Delays 


All Executions 


MANILA (AP) — President 
Ferdinand Marcos has stopped 
all executions in the national 
penitentiary until a study on 
whether to abolish the death 
penalty is completed. 
There have been 60 executions 
since the country began using 
the electric chair in 1924, three 
of them in the past two weeks. 
There are 339 prisoners await­ 
ing execution.

The vice president said “ dissi­ 
dents and dissenters” on the 
campuses make it impossible 
for “ the many fine students” to 
engage in a free exchange of in­ 
formation. 
The loudest applause from the 
2,100 diners came when Agnew 
declared that “ it is not right 
that the unqualified should sit 
on boards of admission to de­ 
cide who is qualified to receive 
instruction 
in 
institutions 
of 
higher and professional learn­ 
ing.” 
This apparently referred to 
demands by students and mi­ 
nority groups that they be given 
a voice in school administration.

NEW YOR K (AP) — The cost 
of theft and pilferage on the na­ 
tion's docks is running into the 
tens of millions of dollars a year 
and adding to the price consum- 
ers pay for many imported 
products. 


“ It's accepted by all on the 
docks.” claims R ichard Max­ 
well, chairman of the transpor­ 
tation committee for the Ameri­ 
can Importers Association. 


“ Pilferage is something of a 
fringe benefit, to some long­ 
shoremen.’’ commented Grego­ 
ry W. Halpin, deputy director of 
the Maryland Port Authority. 


TR YING CUR BS 
Officials 
of 
dockworkers 
unions say they do everything 
possible to keep pilferage to a 
minimum. They point out that 
under contract terms a long­ 
shoreman can lose his job “ with 
the theft of a 10-cent article.” 


Said one union official in Seat­ 
tle: “ We’re rougher than any 
court, federal or local, on a 
longshoreman caught stealing.” 
Importers, who own the goods 
that are stolen, feel the brunt of I 
the financial load. They seldom! 
complain out loud, however. 


“ There are two primary rea­ 
sons you don’t get backing from 
importers,” 
said 
Maxwell. 
“ They 
fear 
retaliation 
from 
dockworkers and an increase in 
their 
insurance 
premiums”-— 
and maybe of being dropped as 
an account by an insurance 
company if losses are continual­ 
ly reported. 


.... HAR D TO DETER MINE 
It is this failure to report sto­ 
len items that makes it difficult 
to determine the exact dollar 
loss annually through pilferage 
and theft. 
The American Institute of Ma­ 
rine 
Underwriters 
estimated 
that in 1968 theft and pilferage 
in international commerce cost 
U.S. industry $59 million and 
has been spiraling each year. 
Spokesmen for most agencies 
in the shipping industry, howev-, 
er, think that the $59 million fig­ 
ure represents only the value of 
goods actually reported stolen 
—a small part of the actual loss­ 
es through theft and pilferage. 
To cut the losses he incurs, an 
importer may add to the price 
of an item, thus making the ulti­ 
mate consumer help pay for the 
thievery. 
Using large containers to ship 
merchandise has cut pilferage, 
but as one waterfront investiga­ 
tor here said, “ Instead of taking 
a couple of bottles of whisky, 
they take the whole container, 
making it theft.” It just takes 
more organization.

“ The pattern of thefts on the 
waterfront has indicated that 
container loads are not stolen 
unless the thieves have sound 
knowledge of the commodity or 
product, and have means for an 
immediate disposal of the stolen 
goods.” said Carl E. McDowell. * 
executive vice president of the 
American Institute of Marine 
Underu-r iters. 
“ It is generally agreed that 
crimes of this nature cannot oc­ 
cur without the cooperation of 
pier 
guards», 
longshoremen, 
checks, laborers and truck driv­ 
ers,” he added. 
“ Not landed” is a favorite 
catch-all phrase used frequently 
to hide the fact that the goods 
were stolen. Strictly defined, it 
means that the merchandise has 
not arrived at the port of desti­ 
nation, but in effect means that 
the goods many times have ar­ 
rived and have been stolen. 


Waterfront commission inves­ 
tigators in New York, posing as 
receivers and sellers of stolen 
goods 
recently 
uncovered 
a 
$250.000 cache of stolen dock 
items. Only one bale of woolen 
goods, valued at about $2.000. 
had previously been reported as 
stolen. The rest of the stolen 
cargo was reported as “ not 
landed.” 
In Seattle, a member of the 
police burglary and theft divi­ 
sion said of pilferage arrests: 
“ If they catch two, they miss 
1 00. ” 
In Chicago, where port offi­ 
cials now insist “ there's virtual­ 
ly no pilferage.” a spokesman 
for the Mazzetti Candy Co. of 
Sweden, told a state Senate 
committee 
investigating 
the 
problem that his firm stopped 
shipping directly to Chicago in 
mid-1968 because of excessive 
thefts.

Law Cited 
in Refusal Of 
Ambulance 


An ambulance crew which re- 
iused Wednesday to carry a 
dead or dying man to the hospi- 
tal was violating no law, county 
officials said today. 
In fact, the crew might have 
broken the law if it had taken 
Emilio F. Maschio to the hospi­ 
tal as requested by San Anscl- 
mo police. 
Maschio suffered a heart at­ 
tack Wednesday morning. On 
arriving, the ambulance attend­ 
ant felt for his pulse and said he 
was dead. Police and firemen, 
uncertain whether Maschio was 
still alive, asked the crew to 
take him to the hospital but the 
ambulance attendants refused. 
The difficulty, Coroner’s In­ 
vestigator Keith C. Craig said, 
is that there is no state or 
county law that says who can 
declare someone dead. Craig 
pronounced Maschio dead 
at 
j 9:10 a.m., half an hour after the 
ambulance crew arrived. 
There is a law, however, that 
p r o h i b i t s ambulances from 
transporting the dead, except 
under specific orders from the 
c o r o n e r ’s office. If Maschio 
were dead, it would have been a 
technical violation of the law to 
take his body to the hospital. 
“ There is a potential for lia­ 
bility on the part of the ambul- 
; ance company.” deputy County 
Counsel Thomas Hendricks said, 
“ but no statutory requirement.” 
Bay Cities withheld comment 
this morning but said the com­ 
pany president would be in Ma­ 
rin later today and a statement 
would be issued. 
Craig said the coroner’s office 
has no control over ambulances 
for a seemingly paradozical rea­ 
son. If the victim is alive, the 
coroner’s office is not involved; i 
it he is dead, the ambulance 
company is not allowed to trans­ 
port the body.

Wishard Brown, are principals 
in the group whose $767,000 bid 
for the property was accepted 
Tuesday by the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
“ We have no set ideas on 
what should be built there." 


said Roumiguiere. “ We have 
open minds and would like to 
hear from all parties so we can 
make the commercial center 
d y n a m i c and aesthetically 
pleasing—a showcase of Marin 
County." 
Because of the h/gh cost of re­ 
modeling the courhouse to bring 
it up to modern building stan­ 
dards as required by law Rou­ 
miguiere said it probably would 
be demolished. 
Kettenhofen pointed out that 
downtown San Rafael needs a 
strong commercial complex to 
generate increased sales taxes. 
“ D o w n t o w n areas in many 
cities have become slums. While 
this isn't the case in San Rafael, 
a commercial center is needed 
to keep the city healthy."

Was There Ever A Stewardess type?'

WASHINGTON (UPI) — An 
airline stewardess is: 
- A glorified cocktail wait­ 
ress. 
—A hard-working, underpaid 
airline employee. 
A husband-hunting h o m e- 
wrecker. 
—The girl next door. 
It all depends on your point of 
view which answer you choose 
EVER SINCE the first stew- 
a r d e s s — Ellen Church - 
stepped into a United Airlines 
plane in 1930. airline passengers 
have been praising and criticiz­ 
ing stewardessess — and trying 
to fit them into some neaX cate­ 
gory. 
It can t be done. If there ever 
was a recognizable “ stewardess 
type“ it has disappeared under 
sheer impact of numbers. 
There now are over 32.000 
stewardesses working for sched­ 
uled U.S. airlines. United, the 


nation's biggest airline, employs 
over 5.000. Trans World is next 
with 4.500 .followed by Pan 
American with about 4.000. 
But the big boom in steward­ 
ess employment is just begin­ 
ning. The reason: the arrival of 
the 400-passenger jumbo jetlin­ 
er, which may use as many as 
10 stewardesses on every flight. 
Trans World alone expects to 
hire 3.000 stewardesses in 1970 
to offset the demand created by 
the jumbo jetliners, the first of 
which, the Boeing 747, will start 
flying regularly soon. 
WHAT IS THE attraction for 
girls’.’ Usually two things — 
they want to travel, and the job 
still retains a certain air of 
glamour when c o m p a r e d to 
nine-to-five office work. 
Bui it has its drawbacks — 
mainly dealing with “ problem” 
airline passengers. A University 
ol Southern California psycholo­ 
gist Chaytor D. Mason describes 


the “ problem passenger” this 
way: "He looks grown up. but 
in many ways acts as irrational 
as a child.” 
According to Mason, mo s t 
problem passengers are simply 
afraid of flying. Some use dif­ 
ferent ways to cover up the fear 
— they complain, they try to ro­ 
mance lhe stewardess or they 
revert to a child-like state of de­ 
pendency. But in each case. Ma­ 
son says, they are really using 
the ploy to hide their fear of 
flying. 
Most airlines get very specific 
about the type of girl they want 
— at least when it comes to 
size. One airline wants its girl 
to be no smaller than five- 
foot-two 
and 
no taller 
than 
five-foot-nine. It also adds a 
warning to girls who may be 
prone to overindulge in bon- 
bons: “ Reporting overweight 
can result in immediate dis­ 
missal from training.”

ON THE AVERAGE, the ma­ 
jor airlines put their recruits 
through five weeks of training, 
ranging from the use of fire ex­ 
tinguishers to “ oshi-bori” 
— 
that's the hot towel service at 
the end of a flight. For their 
work, the girls are paid a basic 
m i n i m u m of about $376 a 
month. This rises to about $580 
after several years. But if the 
salary is not high, there is an 
added fringe benefit — the com­ 
pany pays all expenses when 
the girls travel. Despite this, the 
average stewardess stays on the 
job only about 18 months, then 
qu ts to get married. 
With the combination of in­ 
c r e a s e d speed and size in 
planes, stewardesses have 
a 
new lament — they don't have 
enough time to do their job. 
According to one stewardess, 
“ you need roller skates to serve 
drinks and dinner to 200 persons 
on a lwro-and-one-half hour flight 
from New York to Miami.” 
Short trips are even worse. It is 
not unusual for two stewardess­ 
es to be expected to serve din­ 
ner and drinks to 70 persons on 
a one-hour flight. 
H IE RESULT IS inevitable: 
Complaints f r o m passengers. 
There have been stories ot pas­ 
sengers who never got fed be- 
e a u se 
the stewardess never 
reached their seaX before the 
plane started its landing ap­ 
proach. 


But there are other stories, 
too. In a survivable crash, the 
stewardess can hold the key to 
life for some passengers. She is 
the one the airlines count on to 
hold down panic, set up emer­ 
gency exit chutes, and follow 
the last-to-leave-the-ship tradi­ 
tion. 
That is asking a lot from girls 
whose average age is 21. But 
the Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration standards require that 


an airplane must be able to 
evacuate its passengers in 90 
seconds. Added to this is a new 
and growing problem — coping 
with airline hijackers, who have 
used stewardesses as prime tar­ 
gets for hostages. 
But some airline observers 
claim the stewardess record is 
not good enough. One key area 
of failure, they claim, is the 
safety lecture given to the pas­ 
sengers at the start of each 
flight. 


T H I S IS DELIVERED 
in 
wooden tones by some girls who 
appear uninterested in whether 
or not the passenger knows how 
to tie a lifejacket or use an oxy­ 
gen mask. 
Since the stewardess isn't in­ 
terested, the passenger tends to 
ignore the instructions which 
could save his life, runs the ar­ 
gument. 
To prove the point, the critics 
cite examples of where oxygen 
masks were a c c i d e n t a l l y 
dropped into a passenger’s lap 
from the overhead container, 
but were ignored. 
Despite critics and boosters, 
the girls seem able to maintain 
their poise and patience. One 
airline official tells the true sto­ 
ry of a stewardess who was 
cooped up in a plane for hours 
w i t h an impossible-to-please 
passenger.

Sandra Haggerty today looks 
at the changes that have come 
about in standards for the 
black woman.

For a long time we Ameri­ 
cans have been humming the 
television commercial “ Is it 
true blondes have more fun?” 
And golden-tressed women, ei­ 
ther naturally or via the per­ 
oxide bottle, have led the fem­ 
inine masses to the pinnacle of 
beauty. 
This attention on the blonde 
group has posed a real prob­ 
lem for the black female. With 
few exceptions, we are not 
blonde. Even to make the trip 
via the perioxide route “ we 
got a long way to go.” And 
there’s just something incon­ 
gruous about a blonde-headed 
black woman. 
But as all women wanting to 
be attractive to the men in 
their lives, we have tried all 
the beauty assists that have 
come out in the market, rang­ 
ing 
f r o m 
skin-bleaching 
creams to hair straighteners. 
We have spent much time, 
money and energy in attempt­ 
ing to approximate the white 
standard of beauty. Though 
many of us have come up as 
fantastic carbon copies, some­ 
thing has been missing. 


HAPPILY, o u r contempo­ 
rary “ black awareness” has 
caused the black female to 
re-examine herself. Instead of 
reacting 
to 
the 
establishd I 
standard of beauty, she is now 
acting on her owm, building 
and creating a new image 
based upon her natural assets. 
She now accepts her blackness 
and 
illuminates and accen­ 
tuates it rather than hiding 
and minimizing it. 
In a d d i t i o n to special 
make-up and clothing the big­ 
gest change has come in the 
area of hair styles. 
An interesting thing about 
these fantastical]v attractive 


“ natural” hair-dos is that it 
takes a certain mental readi­ 
ness to wear one, a quality 
that somehow' radiates from 
the wearer, giving her a spe­ 
cial glow. 
Many white brunettes say 
they feel more beautiful as 
blonds. 
“ Natural” - coiffured 
black women say they feel 
beautiful, too—many for the 
first time. Said one girl, “ I’m 
not h i d i n g ‘bad’ hair any 
more. I'm me. And it came as 
a real shock that the real me 
is beautiful.” 
S h o u l d all black women 
wear a “ natural” ? Certainly 
not. For one thing, not all 
black women have the grade 
of hair that the “ natural” 
complements, and black wom­ 
en, as all women, should wear 
their hair in a style attractive 
for them. 
“ Naturals” a r e important 
because they are truly beauti­ 
ful on many black women and 
because they are visually sym­ 
bolic of the black woman’s 
break from the w'hite standard 
of beauty. They are a creation 
of her own. 
Within our black society we 
are now’ appreciating the wide 
range 
of types of women.

M A N Y 
generations 
there have been jokes within 
our society about the black 
woman. The “ gal with the 
skinny legs” is the star of 
many an ethnic song or poem. 
Today, with a higher standard 
of living and better nutrition, 
the black female is physically 
healthier. The “ gal with the 
skinny legs” is no longer the 
s t a n d a r d among black fe­ 
males. 
Here’s another common say­ 
ing: “ Black woman, you sho’ 
is evil!” I have often won­ 
dered about this statement, 
which 1 have heard spoken bit­ 
terly and in belief as well as in 
jest or tenderness. 
We arc neither inherently 
evil, nor have we had the full 
opportunity to be the women 
we are capable of being. His­ 
torically, we’ve been slaves, 
cooks, maids, mistresses, wel­ 
fare c h e c k recipients and, 
most of all. mothers. We come 
from a long line of profession­ 
al mammies. But we arc just 
becoming women in the true 
sense. 


Without a doubt, the biggest 
element in the rebirlh ot the 
black woman is how the black 
male now views her. Tradi­ 
tionally, the white woman has 
set all the standards for femi­ 
nine beauty, and under those 
circumstances the black fe­ 
male could compete only to a 
limited degree. At best, we 
were carbon copies: plastic 
wear instead of china, artifi­ 
cial flowers instead of fresh 
roses. 
Today our men are looking 
at us and seeing us—really 
seeing us—for the first time. 
They see us not as poor or 
good replicas of white women, 
but as black women, beautiful 
in our own right. And, as all 
females, we are now blossom­ 
ing in the presence of our 
men—men who love us and ap­ 
preciate us as persons of beau­ 
ty and value. 
As another television com­ 
mercial states “ We've come a 
long way. Baby.” When one 
thinks how the black woman 
has survived, generation after 
generation, it is not surprising 
that seeing her emerge as a 
stunning beauty has the effect 
of a double whammy!

Two Marin Restaurants Make 
Reopening Bows This Week 


This has been a busy Week for 
two major restaurants making 
their opening debuts. 


Wednesday the Edge water Inn 
Restaurant and Cocktail Lounge 
reopened under the proprietor­ 
ship of the Gene Compton Corp. 
after closing the week before 
under the old Bob's of Marin re­ 
gime W'hich had been going on 
for something like 13 years. 
George Loizos, who has been 
manager of the Compton operat­ 
ed Pepperwood in San Anselmo. 
is now resident manager of the 
Edgewater. Frits Verbürg, for­ 
mer owner of L Europe Restau­ 
rant on the San Rafael Miracle 
Mile, is executive chef. 
Edgewater is open seven days 
a week, with the coffee shop 
serving breakfast, lunch and 
dinner from 6:30 a.m. to mid­ 
night. The dining room serves 
lunches from 11:30 a.m. to 2 
p.m. on an a la carte menu fea­ 
turing sandwiches, salads, grill 
and broiler items, seafoods and 
a daily special which may range 
from sirloin tips to veai curry to 
seafood new'burg or filet of sole. 
Dinners are definitely family 
style and served from 4:30 to 10 
p.m. ( S u n d a y s from 3:30). 
These include relish, soup (with 
the bowl left on the table), sal­ 
ad, paste and entree. Regular 
daily entree choices, which de- 
terniine the price of the dinner, 
are roast chicken ($3.75), roast 
s i r l o i n of beef ($4.25) and 
T-bone steak ($5). 
There also are daily specials, 
with abalone and filet of sole as 
choices on Fridays, and duck 
TOrange on Sundays. Children 
are welcome and there is a 
complete $2 dinner for them 
A house wine is included with 
the full dinner and I can testify 
that it is a good one, having just 
happened by w'hile several were 
being tested and chosen. 


THE NEW Ancient Mariner 
Restaurant in Strawberry Towm 
end Country Village opened to 
the public last night. 
Quite a bit of remodeling has 
been done here since the days 
this location \vas occupied by 
Inn Marin and before that Cher­ 
ish Inn. Menu is a la carte and 
entrees are limited to those 
W'hich seem to be preferred by 
m a n y American palates—top 
sirloin steak, a teriyaki top sir­ 
loin, beef kebab. New York 
steak, a seafood combination, 
shrimp teriyaki, 
lobster 
and 
swordfish. Prices of $3.25 to 
$6.25 include salad, bread and 
coffee and lea. This is a stan­ 
dard seven-days-a-week menu 
served at other Ancient Mariner 
Restaurants in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
The bar and cocktail lounge 
opens every day at 3 p.m. Din­ 
ners are served' from 4:30 p.m. 
And I ‘m told that lunches will 
probably be served starting in 
March. 


YOU M I G H T CALL Fred 
Cherry s Cafe Bon Vin the res­ 
taurant that refuses to die, 
though from now on it may ap­ 
pear in somew'hat different ex­ 
terior form anywhere rom Ma­ 
rin County to Southern Califor­ 
nia. Just about anyplace, that 
is. except at its original San An­ 
selmo location. The latter is 
now a winery - and can't be two 
separate operations on the same 
license. Nor can there even be 
two separate licensse. 


So. Cafe Bon Vin has gone 
mobile, functioning for special 
groups anywhere they want to 
go as long as they are willing to 
pay the tariff, which may be ei­ 
ther high or low, depending 
upon exact location and circum­ 
stances. 


TlUs is the way it operates: ' 
Working with competent cater­ 
ers. hotels, restaurants, wherev­ 
er they may be and using their 
facilities, Fred plans and exe­ 
cutes a combination wine and 
food repast, s e l e c t i n g foods 
which harmonize with his wines 
and vice versa, just as he used 
to do before he turned vintner. 
The group then makes its own 
travel arrangements by cars or 
bus. 
Opening appearance of Cafe 
Bon Vin takes place next week­ 
end at the historic ghost town of 
Sheep Ranch in the Mother 
Lode Country. Ten Bay Area 
couples will show up at the old 
Pioneer Hotel (owned by Fred­ 
erick Baker, Michael Dufficy 
and Tro Cutter, all of Marin) 
' for one of Fred's 10-course din­ 
ners. Other similar affairs are 
in the making. 
One thing - you have to form 
your own group and agree on a 
location with Fred. He takes it 
from there.

But when the kidneys elimi­ 
nate more sodium, they also 
eliminate potassium. Too little 
of the latter causes weakness 
and irritability of the muscles 
and heart. 


AN EVEN MIX I I RE of so­ 
dium and potassium chloride 
tastes like table salt and may 
solve the problem.

Car Smog Curbs 


Costs Expected 


DETROIT (AP) - The type 
of exhaust system needed to 
meet 1975 federal antipollution 
goals may boost a car’s retail 
cost by $200 to $300 a Chrysler 
Corp. engineer says. 
Charles Heinen, chief engi­ 
neer of emissions control and 
chemical development of Chrys­ 
ler, said Wednesday Chrysler is 
only in the experimental stage 
of developing a system to meet 
the goals announced by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
The only device Chrysler has 
that comes close to meeting the 
antipollution goals is a mani- 
fold-reactor type of afterburner, 
involving exhaust recirculation. 
“ This also requires a rich 
mixture and a fuel penalty of 10 
to 15 per cent,” Heinen said. 
New federal goals call for 
eliminating almost 95 per cent 
of hydrocarbons in fuel, about 
85 per cent of carbon monoxide, 
and control of nitrogen oxides, 
Heinen said.

Fairfax Again Seeking 


More Money For Schools 


Voters in Fairfax School District 
will decide nex t Tu esday whether that 
district shall be permitted to add $1 
per $100 assessed v alu ation to its g en­ 
eral pu rpose tax rate. 
It is ju st a bou t a y ear ag o that 
Fairfax v oters tu rned down a 9 5-cent 
increase for the school district. 
The s c h ool s are still operating . 
Teachers g ot a salary schedu le raise 
which represented r o u g h 1 y the in­ 
crease in the cost of liv ing . Abou t the 
only chang e v i s i b 1 e to most Fairfax 
residents is the lack of transportation 
for school children. 
The board has promised to restore 
the transportation cu ts if the new pro­ 
posal passes. Hu t it is thinking also of 
some thing s not so v i s i bl e : school 
bu ilding s deteriorating f r om lack of 
repairs, a school y ard that remains a 
decidedly u nattractiv e ex panse of bare 
earth (and a mu dhole in rainy weather) 
for lack of landscaping , need for an­ 
other remedial reading teacher, etc. 


IN SHORT, the need is g reater now 
than it was a y ear ag o. 
Fairfax schools’ ex penses per pu pil 
are among the lowest in the cou nty . Its 


tax rate, if $i were added, wou ld be 
the hig hest of any elementary school 
district in the cou nty — u nless the Dix ­ 
ie district also raises its rate, as it is 
asking to do in an April election. 
The reason for F a i r f a x ‘s hig h 
school tax es to finance a relativ ely in­ 
ex pensiv e school prog ram is the same 
reason that prev ails in the Dix ie dis­ 
trict: too low assessed v alu ation be­ 
hind each child. 


THE FAIRFAX tru stees hav e not 
said they will add the whole $1 if it is 
a p p r o v e d — which cou ld bring 
the district’s total tax rate nearly to 
the $4 mark— bu t from the looks of 
the financial pictu re, it appears they 
may need to do so. 
We lake a r a t h e r dim v iew of 
school districts that spend lav ishly on 
ex perimental prog rams, r u n u p the 
cost per pu pil, then ru n to the v oters 
for more tax es. Bu t this does not apply 
to the Fairfax district. It has g u arded 
its money carefu lly . The trou ble is, it 
ju st does not hav e enou g h to g u ard. 
We hope the tax increase fares bet­ 
ter at the polls nex t Tu esday than it 
did last y ear.

We are not enthu siastic ov er the 
qu alifications of .Ju dg e G. II a r r o 1 d 
Carswell to sit on the hig hest cou rt in 
the land. Bu t there is an ironic note to 
the opposition of Georg e Meany , presi­ 
dent of the AFL-CIO, to Carswell's ap­ 
pointment. 


Meany blasted the selection of Car- 
swell as “a slap in the face to the na­ 
tion's Neg ro citizens.” 


Ju st a week after Meany made this 
attack, t h e Equ al Employ ment Op­ 
portu nity Cou ncil made a report on 
Neg ro membership in AFL-CIO u nions 
in the San Francisco Ray Area. It had

made a su rv ey cov ering 170.448 mem­ 
bers of u nions which refer workers to 
jobs in San Francisco, Marin, Alame­ 
da, San Mateo and

s t a t u s and lower pay —few Neg ro 
plu mbers bu t many N e g r o laborers, 
few Neg ro bartenders bu t many Neg ro 
dishwashers, etc. It pointed ou t Harry 
Bridg es’ International Long shoremen 
and Warehou semen’s Union as a nota­ 
ble ex ception to this pattern of dis­ 
crimination.

Adj usts Complaint 


In Janu ary the Independent- 
Jou rnal p u b l i s h e d a letter 
from Mr. Kenneth Wilson who 
-ex pressed concern ov er the 
cost of medical care which he 
had receiv ed following a re­ 
cent inju ry to his hand, Mr. 
Wilson also sent a copy of his 
letter to the Marin Medical So­ 
ciety . 


The Marin Medical Society 
wou ld like to emphasize that 
phy sicians welcome a candid 
discu ssion of their fees when­ 
ev er a patient has a qu estion 
abou t medical serv ices. 


In the ev ent that a frank and 
open discu ssion between pa­ 
tient and phy sician does not 
resu lt in mu tu al u nderstand­ 
ing . the Marin Medical Society 
stands prepared to act as an 
intermediary . This is done by 
bring ing the m atter before ou r 
pu blic serv ices committee, a 
g rou p of phy sicians w’ho re­ 
v iew the facts of a particu lar 
case and decide whether the 
fee charg ed a patient is com ­ 
m ensu rate with the ty pe and 
amou nt of medical care ren­ 
dered. 


In this instance Mr. Wilson 
was contacted by the Marin 
Medical Society in an effort to 
determine the basis for his dis­ 
satisfaction. Su bsequ ently Mr 
Wilson's phy sician discu ssed 
the issu e with him, and a re­ 
du ction in the fee was ag reed 
u pon. 


This action shou ld not imply 
that the Marin Medical Society 
determines what a phy sician is 
to charg e for his serv ices, nor 
shou ld it su g g est that patients 
need only to complain abou t 
their bills to hav e them re­ 
du ced. 


Rather it reflects ou r con­ 
cern ov er the cost of medical 
serv ices today , and represents 
ou r continu ing effort to be of 
serv ice to residents of Marin 
Cou nty who either misu nder­ 
stand the natu re and cost of 
medical serv ices they receiv e 
or

“We don’t want to raise any 
big red flag that this is an epi­ 
demic, because it’s not,” said a 
U.S. Public Health Service offi­ 
cial after it was recently report­ 
ed 144 of 500 persons given tub­ 
erculin skin tests had developed 
positive reactions.

Marine Corps arrives on the 
V’West Coast to tour Marine in­ 
stallations.

Donn J. Robertson, 
base commander, ordered conv­ 
ening of a board of inquiry into 
a disturbance Wednesday night 
in which 30 to 35 black Marines 
stormed a barracks. 
They 
attacked 
black 
and 
white Marines quartered in the 
barracks, using broom handles 
to “ hit everyone who was in 
their way,” a spokesman said. 
Thirty Marines, about half of 
them black, were treated for 
minor cuts and bruises suffered 
in what a Marine colonel called 
a disturbance planned by off- 
base organizations. 


Col. 
Ross 
R. Miner, com­ 
manding officer of Staging Bat­ 
talion. which processes Marines 
for overseas assignment, said 
Thursday that the violence may 
be connected with the visit of 
Gen. Leonard F. Chapman Jr., 
Marine commandant. 


Chapman is scheduled to visit 
Camp Pendleton Monday, after 
arrival today in nearby San Die­ 
go. 


The outbreak was influenced 
by such dissident groups as the 
Black Panthers, Students for a 
Democratic Soceity and Move­ 
ment for a Democratic Military, 
Miner said He based his belief 
on interviews with the men in-!

The barracks was cordoned 
off by 60 military police and 
Marine guards and no force was 
used, officials said. 


Is Mentally Retarded 


Program Big Misfit? 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(AP) - 
California schools are reviewing 
the rolls of mentally retarded 
classes in an effort to weed 
out improperly placed voung- 
sters. 


The number of students in 
special classes has been re­ 
duced by 4.000 from a high of 
58.000 under the 
‘crash pro­ 
gram,” a specialist told the 
State Board of Education Thurs­ 
day. 


A disproportionate number of 
students classified as mentally 
retarded are Spanish-speaking1 
youngsters 
whose 
intelligence 
was tested inaccurately by tests 
administered 
in English, said 
Dr. Joseph P. Rice, but a high­ 
er ratio is found among black 
students. 


Dr. Rice, chief of the Divi­ 
sion of Special Education in the 1 


Bureau for the Mentally Excep- 
Child. reported 3.26 per cent 
of all black students in Califor­ 
nia schools were classed as Ed- 
ucable Mentally Retarded. 


The figure for Spanish-speak­ 
ing students is 2 14 per cent, 
for other white students. 71 per 
cent, and for oriental students 
.36 per cent. 


A federal judge recently or­ 
dered intelligence tests be re- 
administered to Spanish-speak­ 
ing students classed as mental­ 
ly retarded to weed out those 
improperly placed. 


Dr. John Ford, a board mem­ 
ber. urged that black students 
in this category also be given 
a second consideration. 


He noted that the intelligence 
tests, although given in English, 
fail to take into consideration 
the "language of the ghetto.” 


FBI Agents Get Lecture 


On Conduct In Courtroom 


Three F B I agents were lectured 
on decorum and cited lor con­ 
tempt by U.S. District Judge 
William T. Sweigert Thursday 
after they arrested a man in 
his courtroom. 


The 
agents 
apologized 
for 
what they called a mistake and 
the judge withdrew the 
con­ 


tempt ruling alter explanations 
were made. 


“ I don't know what's going 
on here,'’ said the judge as 
the three agents hauled out the 
Rev. Robert L. Kimball, who 
had been sitting in the spectator 
section as Bishop Robert Skill- 
man was being arraigned on 
a charge of assaulting a postal 
employe. 


“ Tell 
them 
to 
come back 
here,” lie instructed a deputy 
U.S. marshal. 


Skiliman, who heads his own 
church and who had pleaded 
innocent to the charge, had 
shouted to the judge that the 
F B I men were taking his arch­ 
deacon, Kimball, away. 


Back 
in court, FBI 
agent 
Wiley Davey explained that he 
and agents Joseph Dushek and 
Duane Franklin had hoped to 


g'et Kimball to leave the court 
and then arrest him for alleged 
■ draft evasion. 


But Kimball went limp, so 
they carried him out. 


‘ We had been trying to locate 
Kimball and were in the court- 
. room on the chance he would 
be on hand.” said Davey. "We 
have a great deal of difficulty 
both 
i Kimball and Skiliman i 
over the past two years.” 


“ But we did act impulsively 
and % it was my fault. All the 
others told me it was wrong, 
but I thought it was the best 
way ” 


The judge had Kimball seated 
again, and when he left the 
court he was duly arrested and 
taken before I S. Commissioner 
Richard 
Goldsmith, 
who 
re­ 
leased Kimball on his own re­ 
cognizance. 


Judge Sweigert told the F B I 
agents that the day’s action in­ 
dicated 
"disrespect 
for 
the 
court. . . it violated the sanc­ 
tuary of the courtroom where 
no violence or any intimation 
of violence should occur except j 
when ordered by the court to 
pre>.orvo order and decorum.”

As proposed, the housing 
would be both in cities and unin­ 
corporated areas, but there is a 
provision that units won't be lo­ 
cated within a city “ without the 
consent of its council." 
This brought up the matter of 
cities setting residency require­ 
ments as some have for leased 
housing, a move that has been 
labeled discriminatory by Marin 
City residents. 
Elizabeth B. Johnson, a repre­ 
sentative of the Marin County 
Public Housing Tenants Union, 
wanted assurance that Marin 
City residents would be able to 
move into the proposed new 
public housing. 
Housing Authority Chairman 
Philip S. Ehrlich Jr. said the 
authority had no restrictions 
that would block them, but it 
would be within a city’s power 
to require city residency for ad­ 
mission to units in that city. 
The housing authority Tues­ 
day approved a new system for 
filling housing vacancies, under 
which the applicant at the top of 
the list will be offered available 
housing wherever it may be in 


Marin. 
Thu>, an applicant from No­ 
vato could be offered a vacancy 
in Marin City or vice versa. If 
he turned it down, he would be 
moved to the bottom of the 
waiting list. 
(The system, however, does 
not overcome city residency re­ 
quirements.) 
One committee member sug­ 
gested that the matter of possi­ 
ble restrictions be “ cleared up” 
before the measure went to the 
voters. John F. West, observer 
from San Anselmo, suggested 
the housing authority take the 
position that no housing w'ould 
be provided in cities that have 
residency requirements.

Law Cited 
In Refusal Of 
Ambulance 


An ambulance crew which re­ 
fused Wednesday to carry a 
dead or dying man to the hospi­ 
tal was violating no law, county 
officials said today. 
In fact, the crew might have 
broken the law if it had taken 
Emilio F. Maschio to the hospi­ 
tal as requested by San Anscl- 
mo police. 
Maschio suffered a heart at­ 
tack Wednesday morning. On 
arriving, the ambulance attend­ 
ant felt for his pulse and said he 
was dead. Police and firemen, 
uncertain whether Maschio wra s1 
still alive, asked the crew to! 
take him to the hospital but the 
ambulance attendants refused. 
The difficulty, Coroner’s In­ 
vestigator Keith C. Craig said, 
is that there is no state or 
county law that says who can 
declare someone dead. 
Craig 
pronounced 
Maschio dead 
at 
9:10 a.m., half an hour after the 
ambulance crew arrived. 
There is a law, how’ever, that 
p r o h i b i t s ambulances from 
transporting the dead, except 
under specific orders from the 
c o r o n e r ’s office. If Maschio 
were dead, it would have been a 
technical violation of the law to 
take his body to the hospital. 
“ There is a potential for lia­ 
bility on the part of the ambul- j 
ance company.” deputy County 1 
Counsel Thomas Hendricks said, | 
‘‘but no statutory requirement.” i 
Bay Cities withheld comment 
this morning but said the com- 
pany president would be in Ma- j 
rin later today and a statement 
would be issued. 
Craig said the coroner’s office 
has no control over ambulances 
for a seemingly paradozical rea­ 
son. If the victim is alive, the 
coroner’s office is not involved; 
ii he is dead, the ambulance 
company is not allowed to trails-1 
port the body.

Seek Help For Planning 


Developers of downtown San 
Rafael's Courthouse Square yes­ 
terday appealed to interested 
businessmen and c i t i z e n s to 
help them finance and plan “ a 
dynamic 
commerical center" 
for the site. 
The call was issued by Ernest 
N. Kettenhofen, former Marin 
County supervisor, and Robert 
A. Roumiguiere, a San Rafael 
real estate broker, on Ketten- 
hoffens “ Forum” program on 
KTIM. 
The two men, together with 
Independent-Journal 
publisher- 
Wishard Brown, are principals 
in the group whose $767,000 bid 
for the property was accepted 
Tuesday by the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
‘‘We have no set ideas on 
what should be built there.” 


said Roumiguiere. “ We have 
open minds and would like to 
hear from all parties so we can 
make the commercial center 
d y n a m i c and aesthetically 
pleasing—a showcase of Marin 
County." 
Because of the high cost of re­ 
modeling the courhouse to bring 
it up to modem building stan­ 
dards as required by law Rou­ 
miguiere said it probably would 
be demolished. 
Kettenhofen pointed out that 
downtown San Rafael needs a 
strong commercial complex to 
generate increased sales taxes. 
“ Downt own areas in many 
cities have become slums. While 
this isn't the case in San Rafael, 
a commercial center is needed 
to keep the city healthy.” 
Kettenhofen added that he ob­ 


jected to a reference to him as 
a “ land developer" in Wednes­ 
day's Independent-Journal. 
“ I haven’t developed land for 
resale in 15 years,” he said. 
“ Any land I buy I intend to 
keep.” 
The plan for some sort of 
commercial enterprise on the 
site was criticized by one listen­ 
er, who said that “ this would 
throw away the only historical 
building in San Rafael.”

Was There Ever A Stewardess Type?'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
airline stew ardess is: 
- A glorified 
cocktail 
wait­ 
ress. 


—A hard-working, underpaid 
airline employee. 
A husband-hunting h o m e- 
w recker. 
—The girl next door. 
It all depends on your point of 
view which answ er you choose 
EVER SINCE the first stew- 
a r d e s s — Ellen Church — 
stepped into a United Airlines 
plane in 1930. airline passengers 
have been praising and criticiz­ 
ing stew ardessess - and trying 
to fit them into some neaL cate­ 
gory. 
It can't be done. If there ever 
w as a recognizable “stew ardess 
type" it has disappeared under 
sheer im pact of num bers. 
There now are over 32.000 
stew ardesses working for sched­ 
uled U.S. airlines. United, the 


nation's biggest airline, employs 
over 5.000. Trans World is next 
with 
4.500 
.followed 
by 
Pan 
Am erican with about 4.000. 
But the big boom in stew ard­ 
ess em ploym ent is just begin­ 
ning. The reason: the arriv al of 
the 400-passenger jum bo jetlin­ 
er, which m ay use as m any as 
10 stew ardesses on every flight. 
T rans World alone expects to 
hire 3.000 stew ardesses in 1970 
to offset the dem and created by 
the jum bo jetliners, the first of 
which, the Boeing 747, will start 
flying regularly soon. 
WHAT IS THE attraction for 
girls'.’ 
Usually two things — 
they want to travel, and the job 
still retains a certain air of 
glam our when c o m p a r e d to 
nine-to-five office work. 
Bui it has its draw backs — 
m ainly dealing with “ problem ” 
airline passengers. A University 
of Southern California psycholo­ 
gist Chaytor D. Mason describes 


the "problem passenger” this 
way: “ He looks grown up. but 
in m any ways acts as irrational 
as a child.” 
According to Mason, m o s t 
problem passengers are sim ply 
afraid of flying. Some use dif­ 
ferent ways to cover up the fear 
— they com plain, they try to ro­ 
m ance the stew ardess or they 
revert to a child-like state of de­ 
pendency. But in each case. M a­ 
son says, they are really using 
the ploy to hide their fear of 
flying. 
Most airlines get very specific 
about the type of girl they want 
— at least when it com es to 
size. One airline wants its girl

w arning to girls who may be 
prone to overindulge in bon-' 
b o n s : "R eporting overweight 
can result in im m ediate dis­ 
m issal from training.”

Complaints f r o m passengers. 
There have been stones ot pas­ 
sengers who never got fed be- 
c a u se 
the stew ardess never 
reached their seat before the 
plane started its landing ap­ 
proach. 


But there are other sto rie s,! 
too. In a survivable crash, the 
stew ardess can hold the key to 
lile for some passengers. She is j 
the one the airlines count on to 
hold down panic, set up em er­ 
gency exit chutes, and follow: 
the last-to-leave-the-ship trad i­ 
tion. 
That is asking a lot from girls 
whose average age is 21. But 
the Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration standards require that 


an airplane m ust be able to 
evacuate its passengers in 90 
seconds. Added to this is a new 
and growing problem —■ coping 
with airline hijackers, who have 
used stew ardesses as prim e ta r­ 
gets for hostages. 
But 
some airline observers 
claim the stew ardess record is 
not good enough. One key area 
of failure, they claim , is the 
safety lecture given to the pas­ 
sengers at the sta rt of each 
flight. 


T H I S IS D ELIVERED 
in 
w ooden tones by som e girls who 
appear uninterested in whether 
or not the passenger knows how 
to tie a lifejacket or use an oxy­ 
gen m ask. 
Since the stew ardess isn’t in­ 
terested, the passenger tends to 
ignore the instructions 
which 
could save his life, runs the a r­ 
gument. 
To prove the point, the critics 
cite exam ples of w here oxygen 
m asks were a c c i d e n t a l l y 
dropped into a passenger's lap 
from the overhead container, 
but were ignored. 


Despite critics and boosters, 


the girls seem able to m aintain 


their poise and patience. One 


airline official tells the true sto­ 
ry of a stew ardess who was 


cooped up in a plane for hours 
w i t h an 
impossible-to-please 
passenger. 


HIS STEAK WAS burned, he 
com plained. The plane was late. 
The stew ardess was incompe­ 
tent. He was going to write a 
letter to the airline president, 
etc., etc. 


When the flight landed the 
stew ardess was at the door say­ 
ing goodbye to the deplaning 
passengers. When the com plain- 
cr passed, he got in one last 
growl: "1 11 never ride this a ir­ 
line again.” 
"P rom ise?” said the stew ard­ 
ess, sweetly.

“ natural" hair-dos is that it 
takes a certain mental readi­ 
ness to wear one, a quality 
that somehow radiates from 
the wearer, giving her a spe­ 
cial glow. 
Many white brunettes say 
they feel more beautiful as 
blonds. “ Natural’’ - coiffured 
black women say they feel 
beautiful, too—many for the 
first time. Said one girl, “ I’m 
not h i d i n g ‘bad’ hair any 
more. I'm me. And it came as 
a real shock that the real me 
is beautiful.” 
S h o u l d all black women 
wear a “ natural"? Certainly 
not. For one thing, not all 
black women have the grade 
of hair that the “ natural” 
complements, and black wom­ 
en, as all women, should wear 
their hair in a style attractive 
for them. 
“ Naturals” a re important 
because they are truly beauti­ 
ful on many black women and 
because they are visually sym­ 
bolic of the black woman’s 
break from the white standard 
of beauty. They are a creation 
of her own. 
Within our black society we 
are now appreciating the wide 
range of types of women. 


From the subtle Creole types 
to the striking black beauties, 
ours is a fantastic collection of 
women. 
FOR M A N Y generations 
there have been jokes within 
our society about the black 
woman. The “ gal with the 
skinny legs” is the star of 
many an ethnic song or poem. 
Today, with a higher standard 
of living and better nutrition, 
the black female is physically 
healthier. The “ gal with the 
skinny legs” is no longer the 
s t a n d a r d among black fe­ 
males. 
Here’s another common say­ 
ing: “ Black woman, you sho’ 
is evil!” I have often won­ 
dered about this statement, 
which I have heard spoken bit­ 
terly and in belief as well as in 
jest or tenderness. 
We are neither inherently 
evil, nor have we had the full 
opportunity to be the women 
we are capable of being. His­ 
torically, we’ve been slaves, 
cooks, maids, mistresses, wel­ 
fare c h e c k recipients and, 
most of all. mothers. We come 
from a long line of profession­ 
al mammies. But we are just 
becoming women in the true 
sense.

For a long time we Ameri­ 
cans have been humming the 
television commercial “ Is it 
true blondes have more fun?” 
And golden-tressed women, ei­ 
ther naturally or via the per­ 
oxide bottle, have led the fem­ 
inine masses to the pinnacle of 
beauty. 
This attention on the blonde 
group has posed a real prob­ 
lem lor the black female. With 
few exceptions, we' are not 
blonde. Even to make the trip 
via the perioxide route “ we 
got a long way to go.” And 
there’s just something incon­ 
gruous about a blonde-headed 
black woman. 
But as all women wanting to 
be attractive to the men in 
their lives, we have tried all 
the beauty assists that have 
come out in the market, rang­ 
ing 
fro m 
skin-bleaching 
creams to hair straighteners. 
W’e have spent much time, 
money and energy in attempt­ 
ing to approximate the white 
standard of beauty. Though 
many of us have come up as 
fantastic carbon copies, some­ 
thing has been missing. 


HAPPILY, our contempo­ 
rary “ black awareness” has 
caused the black female to 
re-examine herself. Instead of 
reacting 
to 
the 
establishd 
standard of beauty, she is now 
acting on her own, building 
and creating a new image 
based upon her natural assets. 
She now accepts her blackness 
and illuminates and accen­ 
tuates it rather than hiding 
and minimizing it. 
In a d d i t i o n to special 
make-up and clothing the big­ 
gest change has come in the 
area of hair styles. 
An interesting thing about 
these fantasticallv attractive 
Karen was graduated from 
Universtiy of Oregon and com­

At best, we 
were carbon copies: plastic 
wear instead of china, artifi­ 
cial flowers instead of fresh 
roses. 
Today our men are looking 
at us and seeing us—really 
seeing us—for the first time. 
They see us not as poor or 
good replicas of white women, 
but as black women, beautiful 
in our own right. And, as all 
females, we are now blossom­ 
ing in the presence of our 
men—men who love us and ap­ 
preciate us as persons of beau­ 
ty and value. 
As another television com­ 
mercial states “ We've come a 
long way, Baby.” When one 
thinks how the black w'oman 
has survived, generation after 
generation, it is not surprising 
that seeing her emerge as a 
stunning beauty has the effect 
of a double whammy!

Proves Its Worth

The high value of the Domini­ 
can College Music Associates 
series, which has among its 
objectives giving young artists 
of professional caliber an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard, was well 
demonstrated last night in a 
chamber music concert in t'ale- 
ruega Hall. 
Major performers were so­ 
prano Kay Collette and flutist 
Judith Phillips w i t h Kenneth 
Ziegenfuss featured in one piano 
solo and providing a continuou 
with cellist Geraldine Maxwell 
for the flute and voice in three 
opening baroque numbers. 
It was rather unusual to hear 
a program begun with numbers 
severely testing technical skill, 
as was the case in the Scarlatti 
Cantata for Soprano. Flute and 
Continuo, the J. S. Bach “ Ich 
Folge Dir Gleichfalls Mit Freu­ 
digen Schritten” and Handel’s 
•‘‘Machtigallenarie.” 


Miss Collette, whose lyric so­ 
prano had a lovely, clear quali­ 
ty, sang this tastefully orna­ 
mented group with admirable 
facility in the melismatic pas­ 
sages, including shakes which 
were evenly controlled. 


As for 
Miss 
Phillips, she 
played the flute, particularly 
the “ Xaehtigallenarie.” w i t h 
such pure silvery tone and flaw­ 
less technique that I wondered 
why I had never heard her be­ 
fore. She is one of the best 
young flutists I have encoun­ 
tered. 


From his first few measures 
in the continuo it was evident 
that Ziegenfuss w as a pianist of 
rare sensitivity, and he more 
than fulfilled this promise in his 
solo. Six Variations on an Origi­ 
nal Theme in F Major by Bee­ 
thoven. Each note was a per­ 
fectly shaped, distinct entity, 
yet the result was a smoothly 
flowing continuity. 
Miss Maxwell did not play 
loud enough to be a full partner 
in the continuo until the end of 
the baroque group. 
In strong contrast to the ba­ 
roque selections was the second 
contemporary group composed 
of 
‘The 
Blackbird” 
by 
the 
French composer Oliver Mes­ 
siaen and a ballade by the Swiss 
composer Frank Martin. 


D r y and astringent, “ The 
Blackbird” was of the raucous 
kind, as far as I was concerned. 


with the only Interes' centering 
in a new sound on the flute, a 
fluttering, whispery burr, ex­ 
pressive but not particularly at­ 
tractive.

ather Air Force Base, 
Calif., is the home of all 
United States Air Force navi­ 
gator training, the Air Force’s 
one such navigation school. 
Here at Mather, Air Training 
Command's 3535th Navigator 
Training Wing provides the 
A ir Force with its navigators, 
navigator-bom bardiers and 
electronic warfare officers. 
A formal flying training course in each of these three navigator 
specialities makes up the “hard core" of the wing’s curriculum. Such 
training is conducted only at Mather AFB—therefore this operation 
is of unique importance in the structure of the Department of De­ 
fense. The school is a keystone in the nation's capability for global 
military airlift and strategic and tactical air operations. 


The wing also provides related, specialized academic courses in a 
number of weapons delivery systems, and electronic reconnaissance 
and defense systems. Over the past, two years the curriculum has 
been branching out, with innovations which reflect the increasing 
complexity of weaponry and the development of special tactics for 
the operations in Southeast Asia. 


Total enrollment in the courses is now more than 1,000. Under­ 
graduate Navigator Training is a 38-week course in the fundamen­ 
tals of navigation. For graduates there is then the 30-week Electronic 
W arfare Officer Training course, or the 28-week Xavigator-Bom- 
bardier Training course, as well as other shorter, specialized courses. 


Mather Air Force Base was first opened in 1918 as a training 
school for World War i pilots; it also functioned as a flying school 
during World War II. In 1947 a specialized program of navigator 
training was instituted and has led to Mather’s becoming the home 
of all U.S. training in that field.

Reopening Bows This Week 


This has been a busy Week for 
two major restaurants making 
their opening debuts. 


Wednesday the Edgewater Inn 
Restaurant and Cocktail Lounge 
reopened under the proprietor­ 
ship of the Gene Compton Corp.

Dinners are definitely family 
style and served from 4:30 to 10 
p.m. ( S u n d a y s from 3:30). 
These include relish, soup (with 
the bowl left on the table), sal­ 
ad, paste and entree.

B ER K E L E Y (AP) — During 


the first eight months of 1969 
there were 9.169 legal abortions 
in California, nearly double the 
number for all of 1968, the State 
Department of Public Health re­ 
ports. 


In a report Thursday to the 
legislature, the department esti­ 
mated the legal abortions were 
12 per cent of all those per­ 
formed in the state, compared 
with 6 per cent in 1968. 


In 1969, 63 per cent of all 
legal California abortions were 
in the San Francisco Bay Area, 
the report continued, while 18 
per cent were in the Ix>s An­ 
geles area. 
California’s 1967 therapeutic 
abortion law permits a preg­ 
nancy termination if the mo­ 
ther’s physical or mental health 
is in great danger.

applications 
since the law went into effect. 
92 per cent were approved. Im- 
pariment of the mother’s ment­ 
al health was given as the rea­ 
son on 90 per cent of the appli 
cations.

Costs Expected 


DETROIT (AP) - The type 
of exhaust system needed to 
meet 1975 federal antipollution 
goals may boost a car’s retail 
cost by $200 to $300 a Chrysler 
Corp. engineer says. 
Charles Heinen, chief engi­ 
neer of emissions control and 
chemical development of Chrys­ 
ler. said Wednesday Chrysler is 
only in the experimental stage 
of developing a system to meet 
the goals announced by the De­ 
partment of Health. Education 
and Welfare. 
The only device Chrysler has 
that comes close to meeting the 
antipollution goals is a mani- 
fold-reactor type of afterburner, 
involving exhaust recirculation. 
“ This also requires a rich 
mixture and a fuel penalty of 10 
to 15 per cent,” Heinen said. 
New federal goals call for 
eliminating almost 95 per cent 
of hydrocarbons in fuel, about 
85 per cent of carbon monoxide, 
and control of nitrogen oxides, 
Heinen said.

Worm Warning 


Being Sounded 


Juniper webworm, 
which is 
highly destructive to juniper 
plants, may have entered Marin 
via Hayward, Marin Agricultur­ 
al Commissioner R. Allan Bal­ 
lard warned today. 
Anyone who purchased Irish 
juniper or spiny Greek juniper 
in the Havward area since last 
September should call his civic 
center office, Ballard said. 
A Hayward nursery noticed 
webbing on juniper plants im­ 
ported from Oregon and called 
the Alameda County Agricultur­ 
al Commissioner Thomas Shoe­ 
maker, who found tiny worms 
.on the plants. These were identi­ 
fied as juniper webworm. 
Shoemaker investigated and 
recovered all but 34 of the Ore­ 
gon grown jumpers. Worms in 
these plants will turn to moths 
in e arly spring, said Ballard. 
"It is essential that all of the 
suspected plants be treated be­ 
fore that happens."

One of 
the harbormasters there prom­ 
ised me that he would get a 
camera so that anyone could 
have his picture taken for just 
the cost of the film. Public rda- 
tions-wise. a scale there would 
be a good move. too. 


THE OTHER day. when the 
check was made on most of the 
bay boats fishing, one fellow 
who didn't have a license said 
that he wasn't fishing, but that 
he was just trying to drown a 
ghost shrimp! Well, this week­ 
end. with those nice high outgo­ 
ing tides starting about 8 a.m..

Fairfax Again Seeking 


More Money For Schools 


Voters in Fairfax School District 
will decide next Tuesday whether that 
district shall be permitted to add $1 
per $100 assessed valuation to its gen­ 
eral purpose tax rate. 
It is just a b o u t a year ago that 
Fairfax voters turned down a 95-cent 
increase for the school district. 
The s c h o o l s are still operating. 
Teachers got a salary schedule raise 
which represented r o u g h l y the in­ 
crease in the cost of living. About the 
only change v i s i b 1 e to most Fairfax 
residents is the lack of transportation 
for school children. 
The board lias promised to restore 
the transportation cuts if the new pro­ 
posal passes. But it is thinking also of 
some things not so v i s i b l e : school 
buildings deteriorating f r o m lack of 
repairs, a school yard that remains a 
decidedly unattractive expanse of bare 
eartli (and a mudhole in rainy weather) 
for lack of landscaping, need for an­ 
other remedial reading teacher, etc. 


IN SHORT, the need is greater now 
than it was a year ago. 
Fairfax schools’ expenses per pupil 
are among the lowest in the county. Its 


tax rate, if $1 were added, would be 
the highest of any elementary school 
district in the county—unless the Dix­ 
ie district also raises its rate, as it is 
asking to do in an April election. 
The reason for F a i r f a x ’s high 
school taxes to finance a relatively in­ 
expensive school program is the same 
reason that prevails in the Dixie dis­ 
trict: too low assessed valuation be­ 
hind each child. 


THE FAIRFAX trustees hate not 
said they will add the whole $1 if it is 
a p p r o v e d - - which could bring 
the district's total tax rate nearly to 
the S4 mark— but from the looks of 
the financial picture, it appears they 
may need to do so. 
We take a r a t h e r dim view of 
school districts that spend lavishly on 
experimental programs, r u n up the 
cost per pupil, then run to the voters 
for more taxes. But this does not apply 
to the Fairfax district. It has guarded 
its money carefully. The trouble is, it 
just does not have enough to guard. 
We hope the tax increase fares bet­ 
ter at the polls next Tuesday than it 
did last year.

In January the Independent- 
Journal p u b l i s h e d a letter 
from Mr. Kenneth Wilson who 
-expressed concern over the 
cost of medical care which he 
had received following a re­ 
cent injury to his hand. Mr. 
Wilson also sent a copy of his 
letter to the Mann Medical So­ 
ciety. 


The Marin Medical Society 
would like to emphasize that 
physicians welcome a candid 
discussion of their fees when­ 
ever a patient has a question 
about medical services. 


In the event that a frank and 
open discussion between pa 
tient and physician does not 
result in mutual understand­ 
ing. the Marin Medical Society 
stands prepared to act as an 
intermediary. This is done b\ 
bringing the m atter before our 
public services committee, a 
group of physicians who re- 
\ iew the facts of a particular 
case and decide whether the 
fee charged a patient is com 
m ensúrate with the type and 
amount of medical care ren 
dered. 


In this instance Mr. Wilson 
was contacted by the Marín 
Medical Society in an effort to 
determ ine the basis for his di>- 
satisfaction. Subsequently Mr 
Wilson's physician discussed 
the issue with him, and a re­ 
duction in the fee was agreed 
upon. 


This action should not imply 
that the Marin Medical Society 
determines what a physician is 
to charge for his services, nor 
should it suggest that patients 
need only to complain about 
their bills to have thenr re­ 
duced. 


Rather it reflects our con­ 
cern over the cost of medical 
services today, and represents 
our continuing e-ffort to be of 
service to residents of Marin 
County who either misunder­
